This is the closing report of an investigation relating to the reported 
association of Valrsore J. horrent, Jr. with "Minute hen of America". 

This investigation was begun upon receipt of a memorandum from the 
Assistant Regional Conrr.issIon.er, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax, Now York, 
dated January 13, 1961. Copy of an article titled "Death for dale — 
in a Catalogue” published in the November 26, 1963 issue of the ken York 
Joumal-Ar.erican newspaper, vans' also fox-warded. This memorandum from 
Kok York stated that Nathan Adams, one of the writers of the "Death fox* 
Dale" article claimed to have information that would lead*io the con- 
clusion that Forge tt is the Eastern contact nan for the "Minute Ron of 
America". ' — ' *T - -yr“~-Tyy*- . - 

Special Investigator Rudolph Kales, Rev; York, arranged for an inter- 
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pistols to poison to target rifles, in the pursuit of their goals. 

Kr. Nathan Adams, a special feature writer for the New York Journal 
American, was interviewed at his newspaper offices, 220 South Street, 
lisw York, N. Y. hr. Adams admitted that he had no evidence to substanti- 
ate an association of Forget t with the Minute Mon organization, but thaw 
various circumstances surrounding his invest ig.-.t ion preparatory to the 
writing of his article had led to this conclusion. Thi3 article was the 
outgrowth of an incident involving three young sen, dressed ir. veri- 
military clothing and wearing World War I and. 11 type helmets, who had 
in their possession a variety of rifles and revolvers and a 20 ra.s. anti- 
tank cannon.

ihe following day, Breunich realized that he had not turned the 20 n.r. 

Breunich and the Young brothers then 
drove up to Newfoundland from their hones, and turned in tills ammunition. 
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About a weak later, 3 reunion received a f elenhone call from the It at e 
rolice, requesting that he bring all hie rifles to the lieKfoundl-.nd 
Barracks for testing. Breunich took his firearms and those belonging 
to Warren Bruce Young and delivered these as requested. • Cn December

V- the abate folicc, and charred with Malicious Mischief and Possession 
of a Bomb; Grand Jury action is pending on those charges. Ko charges 
hove yet been rode against Warren Bruce Young, a juvenile.' 

Kcv? Jersey State Trooper John II. Burns was interviewed and copies of his 
Minor Initial Deports obtained ( Rxh. 1 and 1-A). Captain Frank Busch, 
Administrative Officer, and Captain Gerald Dollar, Criminal Investigative 
aavisaen , both of the Gov; J er soy ■ t:\tc Police Ileadouartcrs, v.cre inter— 
viewed, but neither could furnish any additional pertinent info mat ion. 
neither of these non had any knowledge of the Minute hen organisation, nor 
bed they cry information as to the formation or activities of any "ssni- 
military groups" in the Teaneck or- Cher ry Ridge areas. 

Robert Young, Jr. is now on active duty with the United • states Coast Guard, 
stationed at Gandy Hook, S. J. Warren Bruce Young v;a3 interview-ad at his 
home, 217 Cedar Lcny, Teaneck, U.J. , in the presence of his father. Y c-u.no 
stated that he had never heard of the Kinutc Man organisation and that he” 
did not belong to any military or semi-military group. He did say that ho 
hod lon~ been into rented in firearms and had taken part in several hisLcr- 
i-.ii-l pa -aunt a which presented ra-sr.net rents of Revolutionary War battles. 
Taese pageants wore held otftcny Point and white Plains, H. I, , in the 
fall of 1963. In these pageants., Young teak the part of a British soldier, 
and simulated .gunfire was part of the battle. Young stated that he had 
been employed part time at the Service Armament Corporation during 1963; 
he worked mostly on Saturdays if and when work was available, his V;-2

FT chard C. .rrcunich, 931 Bed Road, Teaneck, H. J,, was interviewed at 
hio residence in the presence of his father, Charles B. Breunich, and 
a si-r.ed statement obtained ( .ixh. 2). During this interview, Breunich 
ssid he had never worked for Forgott'o Service Armament Corporation, 
but that he had done some brush-clearing work at the Forgot f "Cannon 
Hill fsra, E. D. 1, Sussex - , G . J., cn several week ends. He stated 
that he had never heard of the Minute Men except for the reference in 
Mr. Adavs' Rev; York Journal American newspaper article. Accord!;-. - to 
B reunion, on the night they wore first questioned by the State 'slice 
s-w^the cherry nidge c.iflc Range, they were dressed in surplus army • 
iield jackets”, heavy outy v;ork trousers and other camp gear normal 
for that time of the year. He said they wore surplus Army helmets as 
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rrotoction arrainst the nossibility cf ricochetin’ at or.es or bullets. Re 
further stated that' he had been exporlcontinr ■Kith barbs redo of black . 
powder and firecrackers in an attempt to more realistically simulate the 
sounds of .ran fire for the historical Revolutionary ’Jar tattle re-crest io: 
in which both he ana barren i’oung bad participated in the previous Fall. 


Detective Set. R. Srrick was interviewed; 


local police records were checked in Tea neck, X.J.; none of the young 
nan have any record of arrest. Detective Sgt. R. Srrick was interviewed; 
•he had no knowledge of anything detrimental to the three ran under inves- 
tigation. 


It should bo noted that the Kali cions K is chief charge against Breunich 
dates back to December, 19o2, when a building and tractor were admittedly 
damaged at tbs Cherry Eidgs Rifle Range by him. According to 3r«ur.ich, 
this building mss a wooden, gar.: go-typo building in which was stored ar. 
old and previously damaged tractor; he fired throe shots from his 20 a..:, 
cannon into the building. Carl &. Kestner, President of the Cherry Rid c 
■Rifle Range never made any reports of vandalism or malicious damages at 
the Range until after Breunich and the two Young brothers were stopped 
ana questioned on October 5, 1963. Kestner 1 o first complaint as to 
damages was r.nde October 12, 1963. 

This investigation has failed to obtain infornstion or evidence to sup- 
port a belief that Valsore Forget* , Jr. , president of Service Arcnancr.t 
Corporation, is associated with the Rinutc Ren of America; however, very 
little is known of this organisation at this tins. The Philadelphia 
office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation has a record of the name 
of this organisation, but it is not listed 'as a subversive organization 
and their files offered no leads in this investigation. neither has there 
been anything to indicate that the firt-ar::-..? incident by Breunich ana the 
Young Brothers of October 5, 1963 war? c ny thing other than an isolated, 
immature action by those involved while on an overnight camping trip. 

Tfco use and possession of the weapons by Breunich and the Young brothers 
is not prohibited by any regulations under the Rational Firearms Act or 
the Federal Firearms Act. 

In view of the foregoing, it is recommended that this investigation 
be closed.
